The  Class  of  '58  started  high  school  in  SepLemuei-,  1954,  with  our 
thirty-two  members  and  Mr.  Buchholtz  as  our  sponsor.

In  September,  1955,  having  lost  ten  of  the  thirty-two  members 
we  began  our  sophomore  year  with  twenty-two  members.  They  are:
